The Presidert W arns Against Solicita­ 
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Washington, Jan. 23.— Hearings on 
the pending immigration bill, a feature 
of which is a provision which would 
exclude Japanese from admission to 
the United States, were suddenly call­ 
ed off by the house committee on im­ 
migration just as they were about to 


begin. 
Fear of complications with Japan 
over the measure was said to be the 
reason for the action of the commit­ 
tee which followed an hour and a half 
of discussion behind closed doors and 
the receipt of a communication from 
the department of state, in which the 
effect the pending measure would have 
on existing treaties and agreements 
wa3 thoroughly discussed, 
It was an­ 
nounced that the committee w ill give 
further consideration to the matter 
next Thursday and that the secretary 
of state in the meantime probably will 
be invited to give his opinion of the 
pending bill and its provisions affect­ 
ing Japanese immigration.

Indianapolis. Jan. 24.— In the last 


ten years the population of all the 
state institutions in Indiana and of 
those public institutions supported iii 
whole or in part by the counties of 
th** state, has increased 21.2 per cent, 
while the total population of th** state 
has Increased only 7.3 per cent in the 
same period, according to Amos W . 
Butler, secretary of the board ot state 
charities. 
That defectives and those who for­ 
cibly become inmates of sn Ii institu­ 
tions have been steadily on the In­ 
crease in relation to the total growth 
of population throughout the country 
has long been the contention of stu­ 
dents of the benefits of eugenics and 
other deep students of sociology and 
public economics. 
The figures of the 
Indiana board, given in its annua! re­ 
port, show unmistakably the trend of 
the present-day civilization, although 
some mitigating explanations are at­ 
tempted by attaches of the hoard. 
These persons contend that the fa-' 
eilities 
for 
gathering 
statistics 
od i 
these institutions have increased in 
th** last decade and that states and ' 
counties have found themselves grad- j 
ually able to take care of more of th** 
defectives within their borders at pub­ 
lic expense titan heretofore. 
Set up 
against this, however, is the fact that 
many defectives are taken care of in, 
the homes, or do not find their way 
into public institutions for other rea 
sons. 
Private institutions, harboring 
tile same classes that must be taken 
care of publicly when dependent, also 
care for many defectives that do not 
figure in the totals, it is estimated. 
At the close of the last fiscal year 
in Indiana the state institutions and 
those supported in whole or in part 
by counties (such as jails, poor asy'- 
lums and orphans' homes) had 17,494 
inmates. 
Thi3 total was 360 more 
than on the same day a year before, 
and was 3,066 more than on tile same 
day ten years ago.
